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SUMMARY 


>iLlk  production  on  farms  in  the  United  States  reached  an  alltime  high  of  125.7 
billion  pounds  in  1956.    This  exceeded  the  previous  record  of  1955  by  more  than  2.5 
billion  pounds.    Higher  annual  milk  production  per  cow,  above  6,000  pounds  for  the 
first  time  on  record,  more  than  offset  the  continued  decline  in  the  number  of  milk 
GOVTS  on  farms. 

Farmers  marketed  111.3  billion  pounds  of  milk  as  milk  or  cream  in  1956,  o^  nearly 
89  percent  of  the  total  milk  produced  on  farms.    Of  the  milk  and  cream  marketed,  sales 
of  -whole  milk  accounted  for  85  percent.    Combined  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  reached 
a  record  high  in  1956.    Milk  sold  wholesale  was  at  a  record  high  also  but  was  offset 
to  some  extent  by  a  7-percent  decrease  from  1955  in  cream  sold  to  plants  and  dealers 
and  a  9-percent  decrease  in  sales  of  milk  and  cream  by  producers  direct  to  consumers. 
The  volume  of  milk  used  on  farms  where  produced  as  fluid  milk  or  cream,  farm-churned 
butter,  and  milk  fed  to  calves  declined  3  percent  in  1956,  but  represented  nearly 
13  percent  of  the  total  production.    Farm-churned  butter  decreased  to  a  record  low  in 
1956,  but  still  accounted  for  9  percent  of  the  total  butter  production  of  the  country. 
Milk  and  cream  marketed  by  farmers  in  1956  brought  an  average  return  of  $U.01  per 
hundredweight  —  up  12  cents  per  htindredweight  from  the  previous  year  and  the  highest 
average  price  since  1953* 

Cash  receipts  from  milk  and  cream  marketed  by  farmers  in  1956  totaled  SU,h69 
million,  an  increase  of  6  percent  from  the  previous  year.    Farm.ers  realised  a  cash 
return  of  -"3^931  million  from  whole  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  —  8  percent 
greater  than  in  1955*    Cash  receipts  from  farm-skimmed  cream  totaled  $300  million  in 
1956,  5  percent  less  than  in  the  previous  year.    Retail  sales  of  milk  and  cream  direct 
to  consumers  was  valued  at  :'238  million.    The  value  of  farm  uses  of  milk  for  fluid 
consumption  and  butter  churned  on  farms  declined  further  in  1956  to  ^li97  million. 
Gross  farm  income  was  !"'l4,966  million  in  1956,  while  the  value  of  all  milk  produced  on 
farms,  which  includes  milk  fed  to  calves,  totaled  .''35,090  million. 

The  use  of  milk  produced  on  farms  in  1956  was  about  evenly  divided  between  fluid 
and  manufacturing  uses.    Creamery  butter  utilized  over  22  percent  of  the  annual  milk 
production,  and  cheese  accounted  for  an  additional  11  percent  of  the  total  supply, 
ether  manufactured  dairy  products,  together  with  butter  churned  on  farms,  used  16 
percent.    A  total  of  li7  percent  of  the  milk  produced  in  1956  was  used  for  fluid  con- 
STunption,  leaving  h  percent  for  other  miscellaneous  uses  and  fed  to  calves. 
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The  milking  herds  on  farms  in  the  United  States  produced  a  total  of  125,698 
million  pounds  of  milk  in  1956  —  an  increase  of  2  percent  from  the  1955  previous 
record  output  of  123,128  million  pounds.    Milk  production  per  capita  averaged  7U8 
pounds  in  1956,  more  than  in  1955  but  less  than  the  preceding  2  years,  and  h  percent 
lower  than  the  19li5-5U  average. 

The  number  of  milk  covrs  on  farms  in  1956  totaled  20,927,000,  1  percent  less  than 
in  the  previous  year  and  the  smallest  number  on  farms  since  records  were  started  in 
192lu    Annual  milk  production  per  milk  cow  reached  a  new  high  of  6,006  pounds,  an 
increase  of  3  percent  from  the  earlier  record  set  in  1955.    Milkfat  production  per 
cow  averaged  230  pounds  in  1956,  with  milkfat  test  averaging  3.8[i  percent. 

Milk  production  in  1956  continued  heavier  than  average  during  the  fall  and  winter 
months.    Output  from  January  through  April  and  September  through  December  set  new 
record  highs  for  each  month.    The  largest  gains  in  milk  production  from  1955  occurred 
in  the  West  North  Central  States  and  in  the  southeastern  section  of  the  country. 
Wisconsin  was  the  leading  State  in  total  production  in  1956  with  16. 9  billion  povmds 
of  milk,  followed  by  New  York  with  9.9  billion  pounds,  and  Minnesota  with  9,h  billion. 
Data  on  milk  cows  and  milk  production  by  States  for  1955  and  1956  are  shown  in 
tables  6  and  10, 

Less  butter  churned  on  farms 

Farm-churned  butter  totaled  lU9  million  pounds  in  1956,  or  9  percent  of  the 
combined  production  of  creamery  and  farm  butter.    The  quantity  of  farm  butter  has 
decreased  rapidly  in  recent  years  and  is  produced  largely  in  the  South  where  many 
fanners  have  only  1  or  2  milk  cows  kept  primarily  to  provide  dairy  products  for 
home  use.    North  Carolina  led  the  States  with  lh,5  million  pounds  of  butter,  followed 
by  Alabama  with  lli,2  million,  Mssissippi  with  11,1  million,  and  Tennessee  with 
10,9  million  pounds. 

Milk  sales  increase,  farm  uses  decrease 

The  quantity  of  milk  marketed  by  farrners  as  milk  or  cream  in  1956  totaled  111,3 
billion  pounds  ~  over  3  billion  pounds  or  nearly  3  percent  more  than  the  previous 
record  vol^ome  sold  from  farms.    Farmers  sold  a  total  of  95»1  billion  pounds  of  milk 
to  plants  and  dealers  in  1956  for  resale  through  fluid  channels  or  for  processing 
into  manufactured  dairy  products.    The  volume  marketed  was  about  5  percent  greater 
than  the  previous  record  of  1955.    Sales  of  whole  milk  from  farms  in  1956  were 
generally  up  in  most  States,  with  largest  gains  shown  in  the  West  North  Central 
region  and  in  the  South,    Whole  milk  sales  from  farms  exceeded  those  of  1955  by  a 
quarter  billion  pounds  or  more  in  Iowa,  Minnesota,  and  Wisconsin.    On  the  other  hand, 
the  volume  of  whole  milk  sold  in  1956  declined  from  the  year  earlier  in  the 
important  dairy  States  of  New  Jersey,  Indiana,  Idaho,  Colorado,  and  Oregon,  Wisconsin 
led  all  States  in  sales  of  whole  milk  to  plants  and  dealers  with  15.8  billion  poxrnds. 
Nevj  York  was  second  with  9»2  billion  pounds,  followed  by  Minnesota  with  6,8  billion; 
California,  6,5  billionj  and  Pennsylvania,  5.8  billion. 

The  volume  of  milk  separated  on  farms  and  marketed  as  cream  to  plants  and  dealers 
totaled  13.8  billion  pounds  in  1956  —  down  7  percent  from  the  previous  year  and  the 
smallest  volurae  on  record.    In  the  West  North  Central  States,  where  three-fourths  of 
the  farm-skimmed  cream  was  marketed,  sales  declined  5  percent  from  1955*    In  Iowa, 
the  leading  cream-selling  State,  3«5  billion  pounds  of  milk  were  sold  in  the  form  of 
cream.    This  was  approximately  2  percent  more  than  in  1955*    Minnesota  ranked  second 
in  1956  with  2,0  billion  pounds  of  milk  separated  —  18  percent  less  than  in  the 
previous  year.    In  regions  other  than  the  West  North  Central,  the  volume  of  milk 
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sold  as  cream  in  19^6  was  down  9  percent  in  the  West,  10  percent  in  the  East  North 
Central,  13  percent  in  the  North  and  South  Atlantic  States,  and  17  percent  in  the 
South  Central. 

In  1956,  a  total  of  2,U36  million  pounds  of  milk  was  retailed  by  farmers  direct 
to  consumers  as  milk  or  cream.    This  was  9  percent  less  than  in  1955  and  the  lowest 
on  records  dating  from  192U.    Retail  sales  decreased  most  sharply  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  countiy. 

Milk  used  on  farms  where  produced  totaled  lU,363  million  pounds,  down  3  percent  from 

1955  and  the  lowest  in  over  3  decades  of  record.    Farm  uses  in  1956  accounted  for 
over  11  percent  of  the  total  milk  produced.    Of  the  total  farm  uses,  8,198  million 
pounds  of  milk  were  consiuned  as  fluid  milk  or  cream  on  farms  where  produced,  2,966 
million  pounds  of  milk  were  used  in  farm-churned  butter,  and  3>199  million  pounds  were 
fed  to  calves. 

Higher  income  from  marketings 

Cash  receipts  by  farmers  from  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  in  1956  totaled 
$U,h69  million,  an  increase  of  6  percent  from  the  previous  year  and  the  second  highest 
cash  return  on  recorxl.    Receipts  reached  a  record  high  of  $ii,567  million  in  1952. 
Farmers  cash  receipts  include  money  received  from  the  sale  of  whole  milk  and  farm- 
skimmed  cream  to  plants  and  dealers  and  retail  sales  of  milk  and  cream  by  farmers 
direct  to  consumers.    Cash  returns  from  the  sales  of  milk  and  cream  were  up  from  1955 
in  all  regions,  ranging  from  8  percent  in  the  North  Central  and  South  Central  areas 
to  3  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States.    Gains  in  the  other  regions  were  6  percent 
in  the  South  Atlantic,  and  U  percent  in  the  West.    Cash  receipts  from  the  marketings 
of  milk  and  cream  were  up  in  h2  of  the  U8  States.    Wisconsin  had  the  largest  cash 
receipts  from  the  sales  of  dairy  products  with  $536  million,  followed  by  New  York 
with  ^ii06  million;  California,  $330  million;  Pennsylvania,  $280  million;  and 
Minnesota,  ^265  million. 

Farmers  realized  a  cash  return  of  $3^931  million  from  whole  milk  sold  to  plants 
and  dealers  in  1956.    This  was  8  percent  more  than  in  1955  and  the  highest  cash 
return  from  the  sales  of  whole  milk  on  record.    The  previous  high  of  $3^752  million 
occurred  in  1952.    Cash  returns  from  this  source  accounted  for  88  percent  of  the  total 
cash  receipts  by  farmers  from  all  dairy  products  sold  in  1956.    The  average  price  per 
hundredweight  of  whole  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  by  farmers  was  $U.13j  up  3  peJ> 
cent  from  1955j  the  highest  since  1953»    Increases  in  price  per  hundredweight  by 
regions  varied  from  6  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  to  1  percent  in  the  South 
Atlantic  States.    Other  gains  from  1955  were  U  percent  in  the  West  and  2  percent  in 
the  North  Atlantic,  West  North  Central,  and  South  Central  regions. 

Smaller  cash  receipts  from  cream 

Cash  returns  from  farm-skimmed  cream  continued  the  downward  trend  in  1956 
although  the  price  received  per  pound  of  fat  was  up  from  the  previous  year.    The  value 
of  marketings  by  farmers  of  cream  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  totaled  $300  million  — 
down  5  percent  from  1955  and  the  lowest  since  1939.    Cream  sales  brought  farmers  an 
average  price  of  58.6  cents  per  pound  of  fat.    This  was  0.9  cent  per  pound  above  the 
price  of  the  previous  year,  but  about  equal  to  the  value  in  195h.    Cash  receipts  from 
the  sale  of  farm-skimmed  cream  were  down  from  1955  in  all  sections  of  the  country, 
particularly  in  the  East  North  Central  States  and  in  ths  South.    Iowa  led  in  cash 
receipts  from  cream  with  .1)82  milliori,  followed  by  Minnesota  with  Zh5  million,  and 
Nortji  Dakota  and  Nebraska  with  $30  million*, 

Income  from  i*iole  milk  and  cream  retailed  by  farmers  direct  to  consumers  totaled 
1^238  million  in  1956  —  8  percent  less  than  in  1955  and  the  lowest  annual  return  on 
record  starting  in  192U.    Cash  returns  from  dairy  products  retailed  by  producers  in 

1956  decreased  most  sharply  in  the  Southeastern  States.    In  California,  the  value  of 
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arilV  and  cream  retailed  by  farmers  direct  to  consxmers  totaled  $U8,6  million. 
Other  leading  States  in  cash  receipts  from  this  source  included  New  York  with  fl5«0 
BdUaQn  and  Texas  with  $10.3  million. 

V^llr  and  TrrilTrfat  prices  higher 

Milk  and  cream  mariceted  by  farmers  in  1956  brought  a  combined  averaged  return  of 
$U-01  per  hundredweight  of  milk  or  $1.0U  per  pound  of  ndlkfat.    This  was  12  cents  per 
hundredweight  of  rrnlV  or  3  cents  per  pound  of  milkfat  higher  than  the  previous  year 
and  the  hi^est  average  price  since  1953»    Value  per  hundredweight  of  milk  sold  in 
1956  ranged  from  a  high  of  S6.89  in  Florida,  where  much  of  the  milk  produced  is  used 
as  fluid,  to  a  low  of  $2.39  in  North  Dakota  where  the  major  part  of  the  milk  produced 
is  sold  as  fann-skinmed  cream.    In  addition  to  Florida,  the  average  return  from  milk 
sold  in  1956  exceeded  $6.00  per  hundredweight  in  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island, 
Cksmecticut,  and  Georgia. 

In  19565  the  value  of  milk  used  on  farms  where  produced  totaled  th97  millian,  down 
1  percent  from  the  previoiis  year,  as  the  downward  trend  started  in  1952  continued. 
Farm  uses  include  milk  utilized  in  fluid  form  and  for  making  farm-churned  butter. 
"Hie  value  of  TtrilV  for  farm  uses  was  down  from  1955  in  the  West  North  Caitral  States 
and  in  the  South  where  decreases  in  the  quantities  of  milk  consumed  and  farm-churned 
butter  nK>re  than  offset  the  increase  in  the  price  received  per  hundredweight  of  milk. 
Value  of  milk  used  on  farms  was  up  from  the  previous  year  in  other  sections  of  the 
coontary.    Southern  States  which  led  in  value  of  milk  used  on  farms  were  Noirth  Carolina 
with  SljO  BdUionj  Texas,  ^3U  million;  Alabama,  S32  million;  Georgia,  $29  million;  and 
Tennessee  and  Mississippi,  §25  millioii. 

Gross  farm  income  from  milk  near  t5  billion 

Gross  farm  income  from  dairy  products  in  1956  for  the  Nation  totaled  $ii,9t>6 
mlllon.    This  includes  the  value  of  milk  used  on  farms  where  produced  as  flxiid  milk 
and  cream  and  farm-churned  butter  in  addition  to  cash  returns  from  the  marketings  of 
maJk  and  cream       fanners.    Gross  farm  income  from  milk  in  1956  was  5  percent  above 
■fee  year  earlier  and  the  largest  since  1952.    The  farm  value  of  milk  produced  in  1956 
was  $$y090  ndllion.    This  total,  in  addition  to  gross  farm  income,  includes  the  value 
of  wrillr  fed  calves  on  fanns.    Wisconsin  ranked  first  in  the  value  of  milk  produced  on 
faras  with  $571  million.    Second  was  New  York  with  $U27  million,  followed  ty 
California  with  S3lili  million;  Pennsylvania,  $303  million;  and  Minnesota,  ^280  million. 

UTILIZATION  OF  MIIK 

The  use  of  TrrilV  produced  on  farms  in  1956  was  about  evenly  divid«J  between  fluid 
and  Bianufactauring  uses.    Of  the  total  milk  produced,  h?  percent  was  made  into  factory 
products  aiKi  2  percent  more  went  into  farm-churned  butter.    Of  the  fluid  uses,  milk 
and  cream  consumed  by  the  nonfarm  population  acco\mted  for  39  percent  of  the  total 
production,  and  consumption  of  milk  and  cream  on  farms  used  an  additional  8  percent. 
Miscellaneous  uses  including  milk  fed  to  calves  made  up  the  other  h  percent. 

Butter  leading  manufactured  product 

Cr^mery  butter  was  the  end  product  from  fat  in  2.8.9  billion  povmds  of  milk,  and 
continued  as  the  largest  single  outlet  of  milk  used  for  manufacturing  purposes, 
nearly  a  billion  pounds  of  that  total  represented  whey  fat  recovered  from  milk  pre- 
viously used  in  the  manufacture  of  cheese.    The  net  28.0  billion  povmds  was  used  direct 
for  creamery  butter,  and  accounted  for  22.2  percent  of  the  annual  milk  production. 
CSieese,  the  second  ranking  manufactured  dairy  product,  utilized  11.0  percent  of  the 
total  Tw^lk  supply.    American  cheese  accounted  for  the  use  of  10,1  billion  pounds  of 
mlVj  and  oti^er  cheese  3.7  billion  pounds »    Evaporated,  condensed,  and  dr^"^  milk 
products  utilize  5.7  percent  of  the  total  milk  production.    A  total  of  S»k  billion 
pounds  was  processed  into  evaporated  milk,  0,9  billion  pounds  into  condensed  milk,  and 
0.8  billion  pounds  into  dry  whole  milk.    Some  10.0  billion  pounds  of  milk  was  used 
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in  frozen  dairj"-  products,  inairily  ice  cream.    Of  this  total,  a  net  of  8.5 
billion  pounds  of  milk  was  used  direct  as  milk  or  cream,  with  the  remaining 
1,5  billion  coning  from  condensed  milk,  creamery  butter,  etc.    This  was  6.7 
percent  of  all  milk  produced.    Other  miscellaneous  factory  products  utilized 
1.2  billion  pounds  of  milk,  or  1.0  percent  of  the  total  milk  supply.  Amounts 
of  milk  used  for  these  various  purposes  during  the  19U7-56  period  are 
shown  in  table  15. 

The  utilization  of  the  national  milk  supply  has  changed  in  some  respects 
in  the  past  decade.    Nearly  U7  percent  of  the  total  milk  produced  in  1956  was 
used  in  factory  products.    This  equaled  the  proportion  used  by  factories  in 
the  previous  year,  but  was  slightly  less  than  the  percentage  in  19U7»  Com- 
pared with  factory  production  a  decade  earlier,  the  percentages  of  the  milk 
supply  that  went  into  creamery  butter  and  evaporated,  condensed,  and  dry  idiole 
milk  decreased  while  the  proportions  used  in  cheese,  frozen  dairy,  and  other 
manufactured  products  showed  gains,  particularly  cheese.    Percentages  of  the 
total  milk  production  utilized  in  farm  butter,  farm  fluid  consumption,  and 
milk  fed  to  calves  declined  in  1956,  but  were  nearly  offset  by  an  increase  in 
nonfam  fluid  consumption.    Sharper  changes  in  non-factory  uses  have  occurred 
in  the  past  10  years.    Farm  butter  churned  in  1956  represented  less  than  half 
the  proportion  of  the  total  milk  supply  which  this  product  used  in  191»7«  The" 
decline  in  fluid  consumption  on  farms  in  the  past  decade  is  partly  due  to  the 
smaller  number  of  farms  with  milk  cows.    Also,  the  percentage  of  total  milk 
production  fed  to  calves  declined  from  19U7.    Nonfam  fluid  ccnsusption  used 
a  higher  jsroportion  of  the  milk  supply  in  1956  than  a  decade  earlier,  and  the 
quantity  of  milk  needed  for  this  purpose  will  increase  further.
